Vancouver, Sept. 13.— (Special)— Like 
the black Hag uud the tolling bell stories, 
the incident of the arrest of one Shep- 
pard, charged with setting fire to New 
Westminster, is paling into insignifi- 
cance. Sheppard is a fanner living in 
South Westminster. He met Mr. Ken- 
nedy, another farmer, and a brother to 
Messrs. Kennedy, of the Columbian, and 
is said to have made 11 confession. AVhat 
did occur was as follows, in the words of 
Mr. Kennedy: 

" I spoke to Sheppard as we were 
crossing the river 011 the ferry. He said 
enough to me to arouse my suspicions, 
and I informed the police of what .1 hud 
learned. 

"He said: 'It was just what I ex- 
pected.' 

"I said: 'How do you know so 
much V ' 

"Sheppard replied: 'Oh, I expected 
it.' 

" I said that this was strange, and hie 
replied : 

"'There will be more of it.' 

" He led me to believe that ho knew 
much about the fire. Hi' might havff 
had a drink or two; I don't know. He 
said that there wonil be more on the 
Ulltli. I said, 'Yes.' He said 'Yes.' 
Then he said, ' There will be more of it.' 
Tliat ended the conversation. I know 
nothing else about the matter." 

Sheppard was dumbfounded when ar- 
rested and brought before the magis- 
trate, lie said he was simply "joshing" 
Kennedy, as he frequently did. He 
pleaded not guilty, and explained that 
lie left New Westminster and crossed 
the river on the Surrey, and, with Rev. 
Mr. Green, went out five miles in the 
country on the Newton road. He had 
supper at Eyles' place and then went 
east to his own home, about half 11 mile 
distant. He slept there and returned to 
Eyles' the next morning, between '.i and 
(J o'clock, having made an arrangement 
to go shooting with young Eyles. 

Sheppard is inclined to be dissipated, 
and prominent citizens seen by the 
Colonist representative this morning gave 
it as their opinion that the alleged con- 
fession was nothing more than the ill- 
timed joke of a drunken man.

Few have seen Her Majesty features as 
her face most of the time has been cov- 
ered with a white cloth while a white 
iloral veil has covered the whole collin 
The Bishop of Frtbourg, the arch-priest 
of the Cathedral of Notre Dame, and 
several Genoese ecclesiastics in fall can- 
onicals blessed the remains in the pre- 
sence of the court personages, each of 
whom sprinkled the body with holy 
water. 

President Huffy and the members of 
the council came from Berne in a body 
officially to tender the nation's sym- 
pathy, large crowds of citizens, witli 
heads bared, surrounded the depot and 
the council rode in carriages to the hotel 
between tiles of gens d'armes.

Cubans as Well as Filipinos Chafe

Situation at Manila Easier, the In- 
surgent Troops Witlulrawiug-- 
SUaftrr's Report. 



Washington, Sept. 18.— The situation 
at Manila was discussed at some length 
to-day at the meeting of the cabinet. 
The principal business of the meeting 
was the discussion of the instructions to 
bo given to the commission which will 
meet in Paris to formulate a treaty of 
peace with Spain. Several of the mem- 
bers of the cabinet who were taking their 
vacations were recalled by the President 
to uUeuu the mooting. It is the Presi- 
dent's wish, as expressed to the cabinet 
members, that nothing concerning the 
instructions be made public. Indeed, 
so thoroughly did this understanding ob- 
tain among the members of the cabinet 
that Secretary Day authorized the state- 
ment that so far from making public 
anything of the nature of the instruc- 
tions to be given to the peace commis- 
sioners, the President and cabinet had 
decided to do all in their power to pre- 
vent any publicity in the matter. 

London, Sept. 13.— The Manila cor- 
respondent of the Times, telegraphing 
Tuesday, says: "A better feeling pre- 
vails between the Americans and the 
insurgents, probably induced through the 
influence of the insurgent leaders assem- 
bled at Malotos. Tp-day Aguinaldo sent 
an ollicer to ask permission to move a 
detachment of troops from London, one 
of the suburbs of Manila. The request 
was promptly granted, and a large de- 
tachment of insurgents evacuated Lou- 
don this afternoon, marching through 
the American lines in the direction of 
the waterworks, and receiving proper 
military honors en route. Both parties 
seem anxious to avoid a conflict." 

Havana, Sept. 13.— The Spanish and 
American evacuation commissioners de- 
cided that for the present they would 
discuss the more important points to 
come under their consideration by letter, 
and only meet in joint session later to 
discuss details. Therefore no joint ses- 
sion will be held for some time. 

The presence of Mr. Robert P. Porter, 
who is in Havana on a special commis- 
sion for the United States government, is 
regarded with suspicion by the party of 
Free Cuba, as indicating the establish- 
ment of an American policy of guardian- 
ship. Mr. Porter is preparing a revi- 
sion of the Cuban tariff, which will 
probably bo protective of Cuban indus- 
tries, and is acquainting himself with 
every detail of local taxation. In this 
work he is assisted by a capable man. 
At present his efforts are only prelimin- 
ary, as until after the definite settle- 
ment of peace, it will be impossible to 
establish the new regime. But his ef- 
forts and inquiries, taken together with 
the announcement that American troops 
will bo sent later to supply the island, 
which has hitherto been doubted by 
many, have had the effect of provoking 
protests from the more rabid Cubans, 
who are holding meetings and adopting 
resolutions against the encroachment 
upon their rights as citizens of the free 
and independent republic of Cuba by the 
establishment of an imperial protector- 
ate.

Washington, Sept. 13. — A telegram has 
been received at the Japanese legation 
to the effect that on the loth instant the 
government of Japan proclaimed that 
th new Japanese tariff, as well as the 
English, German, French and Austro- 
Ilungarian conventional tariffs, would be 
put into operation on the 1st of January, 
1S99. This stop makes the inauguration 
of Japan's now treaty relations with tin? 
European powers. The revised treaties 
as a whole will go into operation in July, 
ISO!), but by their terms it was provided 
tiiat if the Japanese government so de- 
sired, a new tariff might bo substituted 
before the date for the conventional tar- 
iff which has been in operation since 
iSGO. 

The new tariff will consist of two 
parts, first the schedule of rates on cer- 
tain articles specified iu the treaties with 
the four powers named; second, the gen- 
eral statutory tariff enacted by the diet. 
The conventional tariffs will continue 
during the life of the treaties; the statu- 
tory will bo subject to the executive will. 
The United States and other powers be- 
sides those having conventional tariffs 
will enjoy all the benefits of 1hese tariffs 
by reason of the favored nation clause 
in their treaties. 

The present conventional tariff, which 
as previously indicated has existed sub- 
stantially unchanged sinrc ISOd, fixed a 
maximum of 5 per cent, ad valorem, 
which could not be increased except 
with the consent of the treaty powers. 
Japan will enjoy practically complete 
liberty of action under the new arrange- 
ments, since the new conventional tariffs 
are of limited scope and terminable at 
the end of a fixed period. The four new 
conditional tariffs include about 120 ar- 
ticles, exclusive of duplicated items, and 
the average rate of duty is a little less 
than 10 per cent, ad valorem. The 
statutory tariff will show a slightly 
higher average.

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U. S. PACIFIC CABLE. 

ifrom San Francisco to Hawaii and Japan 
—The Views of Mr. Jmues A. 



.Vancouver News-Advertiser. 

Among tin- passengers on the Empress 
of China when she sailed for the Orient 
011 Monday afternoon was M:'. names A. 
Scrymser, the president of the Central 
und South American Telegraph Company 
and the head of the Pacific Cable Coin., 
jinny, on the proposed cable from Califor- 
nia to Hawaii, Japan and Australia. 
About an hour before the boat sailed, a 
Kews-Advertlser reported met him at 
the Motel Vancouver and was accorded an 
Interesting Interview. Mr. Scrymser first 
■of nil spoke of the attempts that had been 
made to get a subsidy from congress for 
■u Pacific cable. In 1S70 the senate com- 
mittee on foreign relations reported favor- 
ably on granting a subsidy of $500,000 In 
Hold per annum for twenty years for the 
establishment of a Pacllc cable to China 
und Japan, field at that time commanded 
n premium of 50 per cent. In 1SS0 Judge 
Allen, of Honolulu, obtained from Hawaii 
an exclusive right for a cable connecting 
the. islands with Japan and the United 
States, and the enterprise was actively 
urged by Cyrus \v. Field, among others. 
In the United States nn effort was made 
to render this concession effective by a 
amuse bill authorising a contract for twenty 
years, during which the government was 
" uually $250,000, and to receive in 

■ free transmission of all official 
for that period. This bill failed

Mr 
Scrymser does not consider the subsidy or 
contract money, enough. He snvs the gov- 
ernment, by granting only SKM.iHlo n year, 
would get nn exceedingly valuable service 
for very little cost und at no risk. He 
■went on: 

"It is generally not understood what tli" 
risks Involved In cnble-Iaylng and maintain- 
ing are. now many persons know that 
four Atlantic cables have been abandoned 
•on, nccouiit of old age, and that each of 
them cost $4,000,0007 Nor had they been 
In operation over twenty years. That 
period is supposed to be the life of a cable. 
Some, however, last much longer. The 
•cable out of Santiago, for instance, which 
(luring the Spnnlsh-Ainerlcnii war was cut 
x<i many times, and which apparently has 
mere lives than a cat — the last strand hav- 
ing been cut by our cruisers repeatedly 
without la any way Interfering with the 
working of It— was laid by me in lS(il). If," 
continued Mr. Scrymser, digressing for a 
moment, "recent history could be told 
uucut tin' cable in West Indian waters, it 
would lie astounding. The United States 
was totally unprepared for cable operations 
when the war broke out. I gave the gov- 
ernment full Information concerning all the 
cable lines in West Indian waters, but: ap- 
parently very little good has come of It. 
To cut a cable effectually Is an art which 
seems to have been totally unknown to 
our cable-cutting cruisers. To cut a deep 
sea cable, Its exact location and that of all 
Its branches must be known. Our cutting 
appears to have always been on the wrong 
end. "We have seemed to think that it 
was perfectly effectual to cut n cable 
wherever we could pick It up. That Is 
a great mistake. 

"To return to the risk of maintaining a 
cable. The cable across the Atlantic of 
o.'jc of the companies was interrupted for 
over a year, and was finally recovered and 
repaired at a cost of $500,000, notwith- 
standing that the point of Injury was no 
more than Too miles off the Coast of New- 
foundland. Now, naturally, the repair of 
a cable In the Pacific would be apt to be 
vastly more difficult and expensive, on ac- 
count of Its greater distance from the base 
of operations. From all such risk the gov- 
ernment will be freed by Its contract with 
our company. Yet there are those who ad- 
vocate the cable being constructed by the 
government. 

"They ought to have a few more facts. 
The proposed cable is going to cost us 
512,000,000, and would probably cost the 
government more. A cable of the mag- 
nitude of this one— a total of 12.450 miles 
of line being contemplated— must neces- 
sarily have at least two cable-repair 
steamers always ready for deep-sea ro- 
pnlrs. These steamers will cost $150,000 
a year each, for maintenance and opera- 
tion. The company would feel compelled 
to set aside at least $500,000 a year for 
repairs and renewals, The United States 
government lias for some years used a 
gunboat to take its messages between 
Hawaii and San Francisco, and the main- 
tenance and operation of such a boat can- 
not cost less than $200,000. When they 
have to keep open communication with the 
Lu drones and the Philippines as well, 
there will be three gunboats, so that tle> 
facilities of a cable at a reasonable eon- 
tract: price would be most economical and 
would save the United States government 
n big sum annually." 

"Supposing, Mr. Serysmer, the United 
States government does not subsidize 
you liberally enough to go to Hawaii, 
will you drop the scheme'.'" 

"No. certainly not, we will leave Hawaii 
out If we do not get sufficient Induce- 
ment. The depth of the ocean Is not 
known to Hawaii. Our venture will be a 
leap in the dark." 

"Von are going to Japan to endeavor to 
obtain a subsidy from the government, I 
suppose?" 

•-Yes. [ do not know whether they will 
give us It or not, at any rate I will as!; 
for It. It Is estimated that the Japanese 
sent from 1,000,000 to 1,500,000 words over 
the present cable route at $1.82 a word la 
gold, from Yokohama to London, and then 
there Is a charge of 25 cents per word to 
Now Y'ork, which makes the total cost $2 
a word. We propose to make the charge 
per word from San Francisco to Yokohama 
.fl a word, or a saving of $1 per word, 
which means that the Japanese merchants 
will save themselves $1,000,000 to $1,500,- 
WKJ per annum. If Japan does not want 
this communication, or If It does not care 
to give us reasonable Inducement to go 
there, we will have to give the country 
the go by." 

"If Japan and the United States both 
failed you I suppose you would drop the 
scheme 5" 

"1 do not think the matter would be 
dropped. I am very sanguine thai with 
reasonable Inducement the cable will be 
laid within 18 months."

This is 
the first official notification of the cessa- 
tion of hostilities on the part of the trans- 
continental lines. 

The Spanish chamber of deputies has 
adopted the Hlspano-Amerlcuu protocol. 

Folnvleja, formerly governor-general of 
Cuba and the 1'hlllpplnes, bus issued a 
manifesto declaring his readiness to place 
himself at the head of n neutral party In 
Spanish politics. He denounces the "evils 
existing in the present political system," 
and declares that "every department needs 
cli anlng." 

The Hong Kong correspondent of the 
London Daily Mall says: "A revolution in 
Central China seems unavoidable. The re- 
bellion lu Hainan and the province of 
Kwang SI is being joined by thousands who 
are bitterly opposed to the Maaehu dy- 
nasty.

Premier Seailiu said yesterday that as 
yet no division Imd been coine to as to 
what the provincial government will con- 
tribute to tlx? relief <>f tlie sufferers at 
New Westminster. Hon. Mr, Cotton is 
on the ground, but it baa boon impossible 
to gather from his brief telegrams how 
much lUd will be called for or form nn 
idea of what the governmeut ou^lit to 
do. 

As private contributions have met the 
immediate necessities of the case, a few 
days' delay on the part of .the govern- 
jueut will not bo material. We hope that 
Mr. Seiiiliu nnd bis colleagues will sec 
their way clear to deal generously by 
the stricken city. If asked to suggest 
anything, we would say that perhaps 
employment for those who need it would 
bo a very sntlsCeetory way of helping 
the people nnd us the governmeut build- 
ings will have to be at once restored, 
there will be an opportunity to do some- 
thing in that line at once. This is such 
nn emergency as will fully warrant an 
expenditure not contemplated by the 
estimates. A donation of money will 
probably also be advisable. 

We think wc can assure the ministers 
that anything they may feel able to Jo 
will receive public endorsement. 

MR. WADE ON INGRATITUDE. 

Mr. Wade, recently prosecuting attor- 
ney itt Dawson, is it believer in reci- 
procity. The people of the Coast cities 
think lie is a bad lot, and lie returns the 
compliment, He also thinks we are an 
ungrateful lot. All during the past year 
he and his fellow officials have been ly- 
ing awake nights to discover bow to 
.send business to the cities of British 
Columbia and simultaneously therewith, 
the papers of the aforesaid cities, even 
those that are ready to swallow every- 
thing done under the auspices of a Lib- 
eral government , have been insinuating 
that he has not been anything closely re- 
sembling 11 model Cuandlar, official. This 
hurts Mr. Wade down to the very low- 
est recesses of his soul, and be has gone 
to Ottawa, or elsewhere, suffering that 
.anguish of mind, which only a truly good 
man can know, who feels that his efforts 
for wicked and ungrateful people have 
.been rewarded with a lack of apprecia- 
tion. Wo are truly sorrw for Mr. Wade. 
If he is as good a man- as he says he is, 
he is the worst maligned man in the 
British Empire, 

Many stories have come out of the 
Yukon during; the past season, but a 
.somewhat close familiarity with the 
whole of them has not led the Colonist, 
•or anyone else that it has heard of, to 
tsnspect that so much goodness and pub- 
lic spirit were concealed about Mr. 
Wade's person. lie may have expended 
himself in efforts to send business to 
our cities, but until be mentioned the 
mutter, it bad not occurred to anyone. 
Whether Mr. Wade allowed his loft 
band to know what his right hand was 
-doing in this regard, we do not know, but 
he lias managed to keep his good deeds 
from becoming open, public and notori- 
ous. So far as the public have had an 
•opportunity of judging, the inllucncc of 
the officials lias not been conspicuously 
in favor of the trade of the British Ool- 
umbiu cities. Perhaps we may be doing 
this good man from Dawson a grievous 
injustice, but if no be must charge it 
>i)i to his own modesty, which never per- 
mitted his activity in our behalf to hi 
hitherto suspected. 

But two wrongs never yet made a 
right. The Coast people may have been 
unjust to Mr. Wade, and they do not 
wish to add to that injustice by permit- 
ting him to remain any longer than is 
necessary under the cloud of suspicion, 
which innumerable reports from Dawson 

have thrown around bis official car •. 

To suffer so great and good a friend to 
languish under the suspicion of officii 
misfeasance would be the height of 
cruelty, and, therefore, it is a very gen- 
eral demand that Mr. Wade should be 
investigated. The proper place for the 
investigation was at Dawson, and that 
is where it ought to be -held now. Mr. 
Wade's reasons for coming out may sat- 
isfy himself, but they will not satisfy 
ilii' public. lie knew what was being 
siiid about hiin, and lie ought to linv 
remained at Dawson until Commissioner 
Ogilvie arrived, and have met his uccus 
ers face to face. 



AGRICULTURE IN SCHOOLS. 

This is a subject the discussion of 
which has almost In-come threadbare, 
and iho teaching of which in schools in 
11 primary way has had the least success- 
ful solution of nil educational questions. 
One reason for this is that text books 
have been too dry, too theoretical, and 
not sufficiently practical" In treatment to 
be of much use without the aid of a 
teacher who understood the subject him- 
self; and another reason is that very 
few teachers have any practical know- 
ledge of agriculture, and are thus totally 
unfitted to impart useful knowledge re- 
specting it, or interpret, classify or in 
any way supplement the text of the 
school books on the subject. Agricul- 
ture, like bookkeeping, drawing, mili- 
tary drill, athletics, and many other 
exercises, montnl nnd physical, which 
well-disposed persons and associations 
linvc, from time to time, advocated and 



partially succeeded in introducing into 
school curriculi, is a subject that here- 
tofore never made any progress ill estab- 
lishing itself, because it is one requiring 
practical and expert knowledge to begin 
with iu order that it may be intelligently 
taught to others. It is u science, but 
not an exact science, as is mathematics; 
that is to say, it is one dealing with a 
variety of conditions, as" well as princi- 
ples, which can only be ascertained and 
understood by experience. It is science 
applied— an industry. A text book can 
only tench us general principles and 
facts; it cannot teach us bow to apply 
those principles to work oil a farm, 
where a hundred and one conditions af 
feet variously, from day to day, and 
modify the application of theory. Thus 
it is that practical farmers, as a rule 
have a contempt for book knowledge of 
or " scientific," farming, "Without ex 
perience, no one can make a successful 
farmer, no matter how much he may 
know about the " principles." Not, 
however, that scientific fanning is use- 
less or unimportant, because science has 
added tremendously to the possibilities 
of agriculture; but because the dogm: 
of science, without the aid of ripe ex- 
perience to direct, it, more often than 
otherwise leads to mistakes, sometimes 
very costly. It does not follow, there 
fore, that a groundwork in sciontiiii 
principles and theory, or, to express it 
better, the philosophy of farming is not 
very desirable. The man who possesses 
both science nnd experience is a better 
equipped fanner than the innu who has 
only experience to guide him. To under- 
stand the "why," as well as the "how" 
to start with, gives him a more intelli- 
gent interest in his work, and is likely 
to lead to more accurate conclusions. He 
is more likely to become enterprising, as 
well as safe and practical. 

To come back to our text, the want in 
regard to a text book has been that of 
the right kind of author— one who not 
only understands the subject theoreti 
cally and practically, but who can prop 
erly organize, classify and illustrate his 
data; and, iu addition io that, 
write clearly, simply and attractively; 
one who can supply the teacher with 
method, as well as with matter; 
other words, one who can teach the 
teacher how to teach. This combination, 
in Canada at least a rare one, has been 
a "long-felt want," but we believe tin 
man and the moment have at last met 

A little book styled " Agriculture," lias 
been published for use in schools by Mi 
C, 0. .lames, deputy minister of agricul- 
ture, Toronto, Out., which seems to till 
the bill very completely, and will in Cu 
lure render the teaching of agriculture 
in schools on a practical and useful basis 
a possibility. It is neatly and well 
printed, thoroughly and usefully illtis 
tinted, concise in form, clear and sittiph 
in treatment, and sells for the modest 
sum of 23 cents. 

We do not propose to outline nil it con 
tains, or indicate the method of treat 
meat throughout, but to describe i' 
briefly as the simple philosophy of farm 
ing. It begins in the beginning with the 
fundamental processes ot plant life, and 
traces its development up through the 
conditions and influences of its career 
throughout. The seed, the plant anil 
the soil; the effect of moisture, tillage 
drainage and air; the crops and their 
various kinds and varieties; the ene- 
mies they have to encounter, and so on, 
arc all dealt with in natural order, lead- 
ing up through field, orchard, garden and 
barnyard to the wider social and econ- 
omic aspects of farm life. The whole 
subject is dealt, with so as to blend 
theory and practical knowledge of famil- 
iar things of farming, so far as that is 
possible in a hook, in a way that no in- 
telligent pupil can fail to understand 
and be better off for having studied it, 
without at the same time trending mi 
the farmer's toes by teaching how cer- 
tain things should be (lone. It is a book 
indeed that any farmer could read with 
profit and without offence to his predilec- 
tions. It is purely the plain "why" of 
farming, applicable to young and old. 

Mr. James, who was formerly a pro- 
fessor in the Guelph Agricultural college, 
is naturally one of the best fitted of 
men to undertake such work, ami he is 
to be congratulated upon the success of 
his undertaking. The book, which may 
be used in any high or public school in 
Ontario, by resolution ot the trusties, 
should have similar endorsation in every 
province, and if so adopted will have a 
widespread and beneficial influence 
throughout. Canada. George N. Morang, 
Toronto, is the publisher. 

THE FRENCH ON THE NILE. 

We are not inclined to Inj much 
stress upon the reported presence of a 
French force on tin- upper Nile. An ex- 
pedition may have located Itself there, 
for rumors have been current for a year 
or more that one was heading in that 
direction, but it is not likely that any 
effort will lie made to dispute Great 
Britain's advance towards the Equator, 
or to set up a claim of sovereignly over 
equatorial regions. The power of the 
Khedive iu Egypt was at: one time re- 
cognized very much further up the river 
than the French are said to have locat- 
ed themselves. This point is call'-. I 
Kashoda, and is about midway between 
Khartoum and the Albert Nynnzu, the 
southern limit of the Khedive's territory. 
There is 11 question also if it is not with- 
in what 1ms been regarded as the sphere 
of influence appurtenant to British East 
Africa. If the French ' are there, they 
will be in a sense trespassers, and it 
is more than doubtful if their govern- 
ment would sustain them in any attempt 
to occupy the country to the prejudice 
of Great Britain. Naked possession of 
a single station 011 the Nile is all that 
the expedition can claim. If it can claim 
anything, and surrounded with British 
Influence, controlling every avenue of 
approach, this would hardly bo worth the 



exchange of diplomatic notes. Fear has 
been expressed that a hot-headed com- 
mander might precipitate- hostilities, hut 
there is not much ground for apprehen- 
sion on thus score, for the fame of Kitch- 
ener's advance will have preceded it, 
and no civilized commander would think 
Of risking a collision with it, with such 
limited forces at his command as the 
supposed officer, at Fashoda must have. 
The most that bo will be likely io do, 
if he is where he is said to be, will be 
to protest against being interfered with 
and then submit us gracefully as he 
knows bow to the inevitable, leaving his 
government, to settle the mutter with that 
of Great Britain. 



A OHANOE FOR A SQUABBLE. 

For several years Argentine nnd, Chile 
have been endeavoring to adjust the 
boundary between them, and despatches 
show that no result has been reached, but 
that there is every prospect of a very- 
lively row over it. The old maps all 
represent Chile as having no territory 
east of the summit, of the Andes, bill 
that ambitious republic bus lately claim- 
ed a portion of the low land, hitherto 
assigned by the map-makers to Argon 
tine. This claim the latter power dis- 
putes and lias recently declared its inten- 
tion to oppose it at. all odds. If war 
breaks out between the two countries, 
there is danger of its spreading. Peru 
has not forgotten how her pride w« 
lowered by Chile some years ago, and 
her desire for revenge bus not been 
abated with the passage of time. In- 
deed, there are other reasons why Pom 
would hardly be able to keep out: of the 
quarrel. Dei- president is a very ambi- 
tious man and looks forward to 11 great 
Southern Confederacy, with him at the 
head, wherein shall be revived something 
of the glories of the ancient. Spanish 
empire. When the- boundary question 
first arose, there was tall; of a union be- 
tween Argentine, Bolivia and Peru t 
resist the aggression of Chile, which a Is 
cherishes aspiration for the leadership of 
South America. It was Chile that wis 
first to object to the interpretation put 
upon the Monroe docuriue, ■ by Olney, 
President Cleveland's secretary of state. 

THE AN 10 AT WORK. 

Mr. Tom Kains, for twelve years stir 
veyor-general of the province, has been 
dismissed from office. Mr. Kains is t 
man of wide experience, and was udmir 
ably suited for the position from which 
he has been summarily ejected. He has 
served the province faithfully and well 

It is a matter of great regret that tin 
spoils system is being introduced into 
provincial politics. Hitherto they luivi 
been kept out. Who is to be the next 
victim, is a matter of guess-work, but it 
is an unfortunate condition of thin 
that hereafter, or until the bouse gets 
its hands upon the present ildmiulstrn 
tion, members of the public service will 
not know when they come to the ofllei 
in the morning whether the day will pass 
without their receiving notice that their 
services are 110 longer required by tin 
government. 

It cannot be alleged that Mr. Kains 
was not fitted for the posl which he oc- 
cupied. It cannot be said that he bus 
been guilty of any wrong-doing. He is 
simply sent out to make room for some 
one else. 

ANARCHISTS MUST GO. 

The blow struck at the Empress of 
Austria by the assassin Llicchoni may 
have a very different effect from what 
be intended. Whether tile murder was 
a part of a plot for the assassination of 
monnrchs, 11s is alleged, or merely the 
work of some half-crazed zealot, may re- 
main undecided, but this is certain 
namely that the teachings of the anar- 
chists is responsible for it. It is there 
fore not surprising that the several Kur- 
opeau governments are said 1o be about 
to arrange for the extermination of an 
archists. Anarchy has nothing to re 
commend it. Socialism has merits. Its 
great fault lies in its being impracticable. 
Hut for anarchy there is not. the shadow 
of a justification, although we do not 
say that all anarchists are without ex- 
cuse. Until we have felt personally the 
conditions under which some elements of 
Europe's population suffer, we will re- 
main incapable of pronouncing n verdict 
upon the motives of all anarchists; but 
when this has been said, anil when full 
effect lias been given to everything that 
can be urged mi behalf of some indi- 
viduals, the organization itself and the 
doctrine which it espouses remain utter- 
ly without even ;u semblance of justifi- 
cation. 

The object of such 11 crime 11s that 
of the murder of the Empress, was nol 
personal revenge, or the desire to right 
some personal wrong. Like the assassin- 
ation of the Czar A*lexander II., it was 
Intended to terrify the royal houses, by 
showing that no member of them is safe. 
The Empress Elizabeth was a woman 
of the most kindly ami lovable disposi- 
tion, fund of out-door life and retaining 
in advanced age much of the beauty and 
sprightlinoss, which at one time made 
her the most attractive figure in all 
the courts of Europe. Personally she 
was popular in every part of Austro- 
Htmgnry, and so secure was she thought 
to be from the hand of any assailant, 
that rarely were even ordinary precau- 
tions taken to secure her safety. In 
every part of Europe she was well and 
favorably known, and of all Continental 
royalties, she would probably have been 
the last that any one would have sup- 
posed likely to be a victim of an anarch- 
ist's knife. The crime of her death wus 
pointless in every way, oven from the 
standpoint of the perpetrator. 

An organization and a doctrine, which 
lead to such deeds, have already been 
allowed to exist too long. Cherish ns 
we may the thought, of personal free- 
dom, we all must recognize that limits 
must be set to it, when its exercise lead.;

If it is made 
to appear, as seems probable, that the 
hospitality ami liberty of Great Britain 
ai e being abused, public opinion will sus- 
tain the government in taking a strong 
hiind with the Continental Dowers in 
suppressing secret political organiza- 
tions.

Brit- 
ish capital will develop the equa- 
torial regions of the Dark Conti- 
nent, but it will be spent; for the most 
part in Great Britain in the purchase of 
goods.

the latter will not be so easily attained,' 
especially as before the next census is 
taken no increase in the number of mem- 
bers allowed to the province can he look- 
ed for, and perhaps even then will not 
be allowed. The question, therefore, 
for consideration nt present is not one of 
securing extra representation to the 
province by the creation of another con- 
stituency, but rather 0110 of a readjust- 
ment ot the present, representation, the 
solution of which would mean the de- 
priving of Victoria of one of its members 
and the assignment of the same to the 
new constituency which sooner or later, 
and the sooner the better, will be creat- 
ed by a subdivision of the present one. — 
Midway Advance.

PROHIBITION AND TEMPERANCE. 

sir: In reply to Albion's letter In the 
Colonist of Sunday last, I do not admit 
that the use or misuse of explosives, acids, 
or poisons, has any analogy to the use or 
misuse of wines and liquors. But assuming 
for agumcnt sake, that they are analogous, 
the law regulates the Btoragc or sale of the 
former, and does not prohibit the manufac- 
ture, importation or use. It Is not denied, 
that the abuse of the use of liquor Is the 
cause of great evil. 

Total abstinence can be held up as a 
counsel of perfection by the ministers of 
the Gospel; they can also recommend It as 
a duty. Hut I cannot approve of compell- 
ing people to become total abstainers by 
legislation. 

The wrong decision respecting the two 
boys and their coats, for which Cyrus was 
punished by his preceptor, was a mistake 
of the real question: which was not, 
"Which coat (ltted each boy the best," but 
"who had the right to dispose of them." 
The prohibition Issue Is not whether the 
use of alcoholic liquor Is good or bad, or 
whether Its abuse produces evil effects.

ample.

The steamer Willapa arrived from 
Ahousett und way ports at 7 o'clock 
last evening. She brought a very small 
consignment of freight and the following 
passengers: A, Kincade, Mr. Pember- 
ton and Br. West. Very little news of 
any importance was brought down this 
trip. The mining industry is still going 
ahead, and although no now finds have 
been reported, a lot of. work is being 
done all along the coast, especially at 
Clayoquot and Hayes' camp, near Al- 
bemi. Both sides of Alberni canal are 
on Ore, and the smoke makes it very 
difficult for navigation. At the Clnyo- 
quot cannery very little has been done 
since the last trip of the Willapa. On 
Sunday night large schools of fish were 
seen in the bay, and the seine men were 
making ready for a big haul us the Wil- 
lapa was leaving. The assay office at 
Alberni was burnt to the ground on the 
afternoon of September 7, the' building 
and contents being a total loss. The 
Willapa had to spend some time in Al- 
berni canal, being unable to cross the 
bar on account of low water. Rev. Mr. 
Swartouf, In taking a line from the Wil- 
lapa out to the piles in the Uliddje or the 
river, met with an accident, his little 
steamer upsetting. 
EXPERIENCE BAD WEATHER. 
" Vessels from Cardiff: and Swansea 
for Pacific coast points with coal seem 
to be particularly unfortunate," says a 
late San Francisco Call. "The Baton 
Hall, for San Francisco, was compelled 
to put in to Rio do Janeiro on the 3rd, 
with the loss of her bouts und her decks 
dnmnged. The Banffshire, for Victoria, 
was nearly lost. Her cargo caught fire, 
and she hud to run into Montevideo and 
Hood her hold before the tire was put 
out. The chances are that she will not 
reach this coast for some time, as sur- 
veyors have recommended the sale of 
the cargo. The Routcnburn, for San 
Francisco, had to put into Bio de Jane- 
iro with cargo shifted, and the Balmoral, 
also for San Francisco, was in collision 
with the Britisli ship Glenerieht, from 
Swansea. The latter had to put back 
to Montevideo with the loss of her main- 
mast und other damages. At Monte- 
video the captain of the Glenerieht 
found the bark Fiery Cross, from Swan- 
sea, damaged to the extent of $10,000 in 
a storm." 

TO REPLACE PRESENT LINERS. 

Commencing with the steamship 
Yamugushi Maru, due on October 7. the 
.Japanese liners running between Seattle 
and the Orient will call at Victoria regu- 
larly on their inbound trips. They will 
also call here on their outbound voyages, 
whenever inducements offer. At present 
these vessels compete principally for the 
freight business, but before long it is 
stated that they will be replaced by the 
steamships now running between London 
and Japanese ports. These are a much 
superior type of steamers, and will rank 
next to the Empress line. 

MARINE NOTES. 

Steamer City of Topekn, sailed for 
Alaskan ports early this morning. 

The barge Georgia, which sank with a 
part loud of brick on board at Spratt's 
wharf a week ago, is now undergoing 
repairs on the beach near Turpol's ways. 

Having been detained by fog, the I!. 
M. S. Empress of China did not arrive 
from the Terminal City until 11 o'clock, 
yesterday morning, when she docked 
and received upwards of SO passengers 
and the Victoria mails. Twenty of 
those embarking -were Chinese, and a 
number of the saloon passengers were 
missionaries bound from California to 
China. The China has a fall cargo and 
a very large number of passengers.

SAGASTA ON THE WAR 



Tho Character of the Race the 
True Cause of the Disaster 
to Spain. 



General Weyler Figures iu Acri- 
monious Debate in the 
Senate at Madrid. 



Madrid, Sept. 13.— In the senate to 
■day Count Almeiius, referring to his 
statement of yesterday, gave the names 
of the generals he recently said ought to 
hove their sashes tied around their 
necks, instead of around their waists, 
and mentioned Weyler, Blanco and De 
ltivera, after which he also included 
Admiral Cervera in the category. lie 
said Gen. Linares was also incompetent, 
mid ought to be arraigned, whereupon 
Gen. Weyler and others loudly protested 
against these charges, and Gen. Weyler 
called upon Ahnenas to name those gen- 
erals accused of failing to do their duly, 
'and he added that if the accusations 
were true and the culprits could not he 
legally punished, the generals would 
take matters In their own hands and in 
diet proper punishment. Great tumult 
ensued, the senators rising to their feet 
and shoaling and threatening each 
other. Tke president of the senate vain- 
ly strove to restore order, and broke his 
bell in attempting to do so. 

When the debate was resumed, Sonor 
Gonzales attacked the army. He said 
it had been worsted first by the insur 
gents and then by the Americans. The 
speaker asked what had become Of the 
200,000 men sent to Cuba. He blamed 
General Weyler and the late premier, 
Sonor Canovas del Castillo, assorting 
that the latter was omnipotent while in 
power, and might have done what he 
pleased. The premier, Senor Sagasta 
replying, said that neither Senor Ciuio 
vas del Castillo nor himself had ruled 
long enough to change the character of 
the race, which was the true cause, he 
claimed, of the disaster to Spain. 

Later the Premier remarked: "Wo are 
an anemic country. We were attacked 
when acting as honest men would. We 
defended ourselves. I have lost my 
prestige, but. it is because 1 believe the 
path 1 am following is tho best." 

Con. Weyler then made a speech of 
great violence, which provoked such an 
outburst that the Premier had to inter- 
vene, and called upon the General to 
explain his policy. Gen. Weyler replied 
that ho bad not threatened the govern- 
ment institutions, but only those who 
'iiad attacked the army. 

The minister for war, Gen. Correa, 
■said the government alone was respon- 
sible. The Duke of Tetunn, the former 
minister for foreign affairs, defended 
Sonor Canovas del Castillo, whereupon 
Senor Gonzales made an attack upon 
the deceased premier, declaring the lat- 
ter bad foreseen the loss of Cuba, and 
Jiud planned with Senor Sagasta to sign 
the surrender. The loss of Cuba, Senor 
'Gonzales continued, was a just punish- 
ment for those who failed to profit by 
the doctrine that the colonies should not 
lie governed by oppression. The senate 
then adjourned. 

The llopuhlicans, Carlists and bolting 
'Conservatives of the chamber of depu- 
ties have issued a manifesto, giving their 
treasons for opposing the government. 
Its publication has boon prohibited. 

Sonor Sagasta. in an interview to-day, 
said no claims advanced by tho United 
■States after tho peace protocol was 
rsigued or the cortes bureaux met to 
elect peace commissioners, should be en- 
tertained. Advices received from the 
Philippines say the insurgents would re- 
lease only a few of their prisoners. For 
instance, they will soon sot free tho 
Spanish civil employees who are on their 
hands. 

Major-Genera! Merritt, it is said here, 
goes to Paris, empowered to ask, in the 
name of the insurgents, an American 
protectorate over the whole Philippine 
islands.

| AGRICULTURE | 

+ Extracts from Keports by Prof, % 
A Robertson, Dominion CiimmlHnlonev * 

EGGS AND POULTRY, 
The keeping of large numbers of poul- 
try of suitable kinds should be a moans 
for greatly increasing the revenue from 
Canadian farms. They form a classi of 
live stock which has been too much ne- 
glected. Their keeping is included in 
the system of farming, to far us the 
live stock brunch is concerned, which 
has boon designated " small cultures." 
Though singly small in size, they can be- 
come in tho aggregate producers of 
large revenues. They are not merely 
to bo counted as gatherers up of frag- 
ments, utilizers of odd scraps, and glean- 
ers of waste grain. They may also bo a 
class of live stock to which grains and 
other products marketable in themselves, 
may be fed with a good profit on the 
transaction. 

PRESERVATION OF BUTTER 
All that can he expected in the case 
of butter, is that Canadian creamery 
butter will be put on the market will be 
put on the market in such a condition 
that by its excellent qualities it will 
command the highest price which is be- 
ing paid at that time. Tho intrinsic 
quality of butter is changed by the pro- 
cesses of fermentation. The exclusion 
of air from the surface of the butter is 
not suOlcient to preserve it. The germs 
which bring about changes and ulti- 
mate spoiling nre in the butter, and be- 
come active whenever tho temperature 
is favorable for their growth. In the 
making of butter, in many oases the 
butter-maker adds ,to tho cream a fer- 
mentation starter for a somewhat simi- 
lar purpose to that which the housewife 
adds yeast to the batter in making 
bread. By tho addition of a suitable 
formentatioiF-Htarter, as line butter may 
now bo made in January as in June. 
If one could introduce a fermentation 
stopper m ho does a starter, the butter 
might be expected to remain -entirely 
unchanged. The stopping of fermenta- 
tion may bo accomplished by raising the 
temperature sufficiently high to destroy 
the ferments in the butter or other pro- 
duct. In the case of butter, that tem- 
perature (155 degrees Fahr.), would 
spoil the butter as a commercial com- 
modity. On the other hand, if tho tem- 
perature bo reduced to freezing point, 
while the forms of life which carry on 
fermentation and bring about changes 
in the butter will not bo destroyed, their 
activity will bo prevented so long as the 
butter is held at that temperature. Con- 
sequently, if butter is to bo kept for a 
period longer than one month, it should 
lie put into a refrigerator at. a tempera- 
ture of about 20 degrees Fahr.; anil 
that becomes an effectual fermentation 
stopper. Butter is a substance difficult 
to cool or to boat quickly. If a full 
package of butter be put iu a room at a 
temperature of from ,'lli to 111 degrees 
Fahr., several days must elapse before 
il is cooled to the same temperature in 
the middle of the package; whereas if 
the package of butter be put into cold 
storage at a temperature of 120 degrees 
Fahr., the. whole of it within 24 hour* 
will be cooled to a temperature of at 
least "ill or 34 degrees, at which I ho pro- 
cess of fermentation in the butter does 
not go on. 

WINTER DAIRYING. 
To make his business. . profitable the 
dairyman must carry it on during the 
whole year. Milk and its products have 
been as a rule dearer in winter than in 
summer. A large amount of capital is 
invested in cows, barns and cheese fac- 
tory anil creamery buildings, It is 
wasteful policy to permit so much capi- 
tal to be unproductive during live or 
six months of the year. In the past, it 
has boon not only unproductive but a 
source of expense. Considerable labor 
on farms during the winter is absorbed 
into the unremuncrative chores of the 
farm buildings, unless animals are kept 
yielding a product, or increasing in val- 
ue. Cows must be fed during the win- 
ter. If a direct revenue can be obtained, 
the work can be done with more enjoy- 
ment, ini.ro of it. will be undertaken, 
and more profitable methods will be ap- 
plied. Other branches of farm managa- 
nrent, such as the raising of young 
strok, the fattening of swine, and the 
keeping of laying hens, will grow out of 
it. There are few more discouraging 
and joyless occupations than attending 
on cows all winter, without any revenue 
from the work. 

There are hundreds of men who nre 
employed as cheese-makers during the 
Ki<mmor months and who unwillingly are 
comparatively idle during the Winter 
mouths. It the capacity and ability 
which they possess, can be applied to 
making butter during the winter months 
so much will be gained. 

When dairymen obtain a satisfactory 
revenue from thee hcese factories dur- 
ing the summer, nnd get hardly any in- 
come during the winter, they can make 
only very slow progress in bettering their 
circumstances. The patrons who send 
most milk to the choose factories in sum- 
mer might also send relatively tho larg- 
est quantity in winter. As a result 
of the immediate revenue from butter- 
making in winter cows get better care 
and better feeding. As a consequence, 
they give more milk tho following sum- 
mer. After winter dairying was begun 
at the first government dairy station, 
the president: of the Mount Elgin Dairy- 
company, who had thirty cows and had 
milked them during (lie winter, stated 
that, during the month of May of the 
following year ho obtained twenty-five 
per cent, more milk from his herd of 
cows than he had over obtained in that 
month in any previoius year. Doubt- 
less that was mainly owing to the fact 
lhal. the cows wore kepi in a fairly 
warm stable during the winter months 
and foil on succulent food to induce a 
largo ilow of milk. Unless cows on the 
average are made to milk during ten 
months in the year, they are likely to 
liccome unprofitable as milkers. It will 
not do In let the cows become u leisurely 
class, on holidays, for live or six month's 
of tho year.

INTELLIGENT COOKING. 

Housekeepers Should Better Understand 
the High Art of Simple 
Cookery. 

"(!<><k1 living is not liitcli Hiring in the 
ordinary sense," writes Ella Morris 
Kretsclimnr in the course of aii tirtlcle 
cm tile "Art of Cookery" in the Woman's 
Hume Companion. "T]i L ' very acme of 
good living is the best presentation of 
good material in simple form; and in that 
sense it is the best and highest living. 
The introduction of cookery as a branch 
of our public school training will start 
tliu coming generations of housekeepers 
in the rif,'ht direction; but the crying ueed 
of the present, next to u knowledge of 
materials, is for housekeepers to better 
understand the importance of the hifrli 
art of simple cookery. 

"Many a woman will take inlinite pains 
in making a cake who probably could not 
tell of the vegetables in common use 
which should be put on to cook in hot 
water and which in cold, which should 
be salted at first and which later, and 
why; how each should be dress< 
serving, ad the difference in dressing 
them when young and old. Anion;,' house- 
keepers there are more good pie makers 
than bread makers; twenty who make 
pretty desserts to one who is export in 
cooking meals, and fifty who make line 
cake to one who understands good soup 
making. Do not, because you have kept 
house ten, twenty or thirty years, feel 
your housewifely dignity would be com- 
promised by beginning all over again in 
certain things, for that is being progres- 
sive. A narrow-minded woman would 
not do it, be sure of that. The really 
iul knowledge you possess will count for 
its full value; your expertness in the non- 
essential is very desirable — as a supple- 
ment to more important knowledge. Of 
course you can cook a potato: But how? 
When you have really exhausted 'tbe 
fine art' of cooking potatoes you have 
finished one fundamental branch of u 
splendid education. There are others of 
equal importance, and each alike neces- 
sary, if one would bean intelligent house- 
keepers," 



BIG PKIZE JIOXEV. 

At Least $17,000,000 Will Bo Distributed 
Among Members of United States 
Navy. 

A dispatch to the New York Herald from 
Washington says: 

At least $17,000,000 In prize money will 
be distributed among tbo sailors as a result 
of the war wllli Spain. More than a half 
of this award will be in accordance with 
that section of the law providing for the 
payment of bounty to persons aboard the 
vissels that sunk the Spanish tleet. 

Although not a penny of prize money Ims 
yet been turned into tile treasury Judge 
J.cmlcy nnd his chief clerk, Mr. Hanna. are 
engaged In considering the various claims 
for prize money that lias been tiled by the 
otlii crs and men, and in passing upon the 
various questions which have arisen. 

From the official report of Admiral Mon- 
tejo, commanding tbe Spanish Hoot ut Man- 
ila, there were 1870 persons aboard his 
ships. The bounty amounts to ?187,50O, 
which congress will be asked. to appropriate 
during the coming session. One-twentieth 
of tills sum belongs to Hear Admiral Dew- 
ey, commander-in-chief, and lie will there- 
lore l>c $0,373 richer than he was before 
the

dia. Thousands of people die yearly 
from their bites. In the last twenty-two 
years tie number of deaths attributed to 
this cause has reached the enormous to- 
tal of 433,289. Snakes appear to be a 
much more deadly enemy of man than 
wild animals. In the same period wild 
have only killed 04,284 persons. On an 
average in India 20,000 people perish 
yearly by snakes and wild animals. The 
number of deaths in recent years has 
shown a marked increase. In 1875 the 
number was 21,200, in 1800 it had risen 
to 24,335.

AFTKIUIATCI Ob' THE RAID. 

Jameson's Men Cannot Collect Damages. 
From the Government. 

London News. 

The .Jameson case came Into the law 
courts on the civil side In tbe form of an 
action for damages by one of Dr. Jaine- 
;-"!•'.«, troopers. The trooper sought com- 
pensation for tlie lose, uud Inconvenience 
to which he hud been subjected by the- 
raise representations of the defendants,. 
"The British South Africa Company, Dr. 
.lumeeon, anil the Itlght Hon. Cecil 
Ithodes," All these powers or persons hud 
assured him that they were engaged lu 
u ' perfectly lawful purpose when they 
marched him to Pltsnnl. They were not. 
They aggravated their offense by Inducing 
1 il in to push on toward Johannesburg oi» 
the ple.l that his services were urgently re- 
qulred there for the protection of certain 
women and children. There was no possi- 
ble defense, and t lie; defendants enme into- 
court with the white flag of u verdict bv 
consent for £r>(>0. This will indemnify the- 
trooper for his loss of kit, loss of health, 
loss of liberty — he was Imprisoned— ami 
loss of pay. On the whole he has done 
pretty well by the raid. His success will 
probably serve to encourage the others who 
were victims of the same misrepresenta- 
tion. Tho Laureate, for Instance, might 
have ground of action in the false pre- 
tenses under which he wrote his ode. 

In Its dry technicalities of legal phrasing, 
the statement of claim offers a wholesome 
corrective to that Impassioned outburst. 
Thus, the deceived trooper: 

On or about the .list December, 1895, the 
said forces of the defendant company in 
which tho plaintiff was serving were as- 
sembled at Pltsanl, under the control of 
the defendant Jameson, acting ou behalf of 
the defendants, and nt the time and place 
last mentioned the defendants, for the pur- 
pose of the said Invasion, and In order to 
leduce the plaintiff to take part therein, 
and to enter tbe territory of the said He- 
public as a member of the defendant 
company's said forces, fraudulently repre- 
sented to the plaiutlff thnt fighting was 
about to commence in or near Johannes- 
burg, and that protection was needed for 
the women and children there. 

Compare with the still more grossly de- 
ceived poet: 

There are girls In the gold-reef city. 
There are mothers nnd children. tooT 

And they cry, "Hurry up, for pity!" 
So what can a brave man do'/ 

Hut the poet has, perhaps, to some ex- 
tent, put himself out. of court by hitv— 
Let lawyers and statesmen addle

On the whole, the honors are with the 
solicitor both as to results and as to the 
adecpiacy of his literary treatment of the 
theme. The raid has never cut such a poor 
figure as it does In this sober philippic from 
Chancery Lane.

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Comparatively Small Consignment 
of Gold Arrived on the Cot- 
tage City Yesterday. 



Recent Arrival Prom Dawson Says 
Much Sickness travails— In- 
spector Clute Back. 



Delayed by fog, the steamship Cottage 
jCity reached Victoria from the North 
yesterday afternoon, a day behind time. 
She had aboard about 140 passengers, 
twenty of whom are miners direct from 
the gold fields, who with fifty others 
dime out from Dawson ou the first trip 
of the Canadian Development Com- 
pany's steamer Canadian. The fifty Yu- 
kottors who did not arrive on the Cot- 
tage City, have gone over to Tagish to 
see for themselves what the new gold 
fields are like, but the twenty who 
came through represents the most of the 
capital brought out ou the Canadian. 
This, according to two or three of their 
number, amounts to between .?150,0<JO 
and 5200,000 in gold. Harry W. How- 
ard, formerly of Henry Saunders Co., 
of this city, who left Victoria for the 
gold fields about a year ago, was among 
the crowd being the only Victorian in the 
company. His business interests arc as- 
sociated with those of I. Rosenthal, an- 
other passenger on board, who is credit- 
ed with having several heavy sacks of 
gold. Mr. Rosenthal is the manager of 
a cafe in Seattle, but just now is en- 
gaged in the more lucrative business of 
mine speculation. He has interests in 
several of the richest claims in the North 
and he is making a hurried trip East to 
Chicago and New York to effect an im- 
portant deal. Mr. Howard accompanies 
him as far as Seattle and will then re- 
turn to Victoria to spend a short time 
with his friends. Mr. Howard says he 
left Dawson on August 27, just two dayi 
behind the Ora's passengers and arriv 
ed at the White Horse on the Canadian 
on Sunday last. He brings no newt 
particular of the Victorians in the upper 
Yukon country and thinks that few ot 
them, are going to be successful. Not 
one, he says, in a hundred of them has 
done any development work on the 
claims yet and consequently do not 
know exactly how they stand. The lnw 
of the country makes it imperative that 
three months' work be done on the 
claims for every year that they are held 
and so Victorians, be predicts, will bo 
heard from In a short time. 

Ed. Thorpe, another of the passengers 
on the Cottage iCty, has made the trip 
between Dawson ar '. the coast twenty 
live or thirty times and has now come 
south for the purpose of securing a large 
shipment of hogs, which he hopes to be 
able to get into Dawson before naviga- 
tion closes. 

George Williams, one of the Dawson- 
ites aboard, bus, his follow passengers 
assert, $20,000 in gold. 

Another passenger who has been 
Dawson was Mr. M. O. Hall, general 
manager of the Alaska Pacific Bxpresi 
company, and superintendent of the N 
P. R. Express company. He establish- 
ed offices at Dawson, White Horse, Tag- 
ish and Bennett for the Alaska Pacific 
company and also appointed agents at 
those places for the Northern Paclll 
Railway company. Mr. Hall says most 
of the men in Dawson are making money 
and there is room still for energetic men 
those who come out disappointed be 
ing of the class who never do well. Tll< 
report circulated that some of the 
claims are being worked out, he stamps 
as ridiculous, in fact many of the claim 
have barely been worked at all, th< 
owners preferring to leave the dust In 
the ground to taking 1 it out and giving 
10 per cent, to the government. The 
excessive royalty is doing the country 
a lot of harm, men with capital going 
across to the American side to seek in- 
vestment. On the way out Mr. Hall 
visited Atlin Lake and ho declares that 
practical miners slill bold that the dig- 
gings are rich. He has several claims 
and considers them a good investment. 

n. D. Kimse. of Skagway, who tool; 
a scow load of windows and wall pa- 
per to Dawson, came up the river on I hi 
Canadian. She is 175 feet long and 30 
feet beam, the largest vessel that lias yet 
made the run up the river. In coining up 
Five Fingers the steamer hesitated 
moment at the drop. The captain notic- 
ed that the vessel was not making bead 
way and blew three whistles to put on 
nil steam. The engineer opened the throt- 
tle wide and the wheel fairly whistled 
it went ro fast One bucket from the 
wheel, weighing eighty pounds, was 
wrenched off and flung 165 feet, strik- 
ing the pilot house, and making a hole 
in the hurricane deck, and then bounding 
eft into the water. Above the rapids 
the steamer lay to for a day undergoing 
repairs. 

Asl;»d as to the nmrki-t for general 
proviti us in Dawson, Mr. Kimse said: 
•'In some things there is a good market. 
If a mini bad a lot of tobacco and butter 
m there now, lie would do well with 
them. There is lots of provisions in 
there, however. The North American 
transportation company has warehouses 
covering 300x300 square feet, and they 
the tilled with provisions and the street's 
are crowded with supplies that the 
warehouses cannot, hold. About twenty 
steamers have thus far succeeded iii 
getting up the river from St. Michael. 
Eleven steamers arrived there while 1 
was at Dawson and the people expected 
that thirty or forty more would arrive, 
but at the lime I left they had given 
tip hoping , for any more. ' The river 
bad fallen again and they don't think 
they will get any more steamers this 
year." 

J'Whnt do yon think of Dawson," Mr. 
Kimse was asked; 

"I don't like it." he replied, "It in 
an unhealthy place, and the miners are 



owned and controlled by a few people 
and the town la controlled by 11 very 
few. The gambling element is in eon- 
trol at Dawson, There were over 268 
cases of typhoid fever reported when I 
was there, and there were many sick in 
the six or seven thousand tents. Fully 
hall' of the men standing around are 
suffering from cramps and dysentery. 
The hospitals are burying from one to 
live a day. Then there is probably a 
good many deaths. I didn't know any- 
thing about. However, it is a good place 
to make money and 1 am going back in 
the spring with some provisions." 

'"Over sixty small boats have been 
wrecked this year at Thirty Mile river," 
said Mr. Kimse, "and 1 don't know how 
many lives were lost. At White Horse 
eleven lives have been lost so far this 
season." 

Mr. .1. S. Clute, inspector of customs, 
returned on the Cottage City, having 
spent three months in the Yukon val- 
ley organizing the customs service. This 
branch of the government has been takei 
out of tlie hands of the Mounted Polic 
and Mr. Clute lias been installing th 
fsew officers in their offices mid providing 
generally for a more efficient service, 
with Mr. Percy It. Peele as supervising 
officer. Mr. Clute has been rather ill 
for some time, suffering from mnlaria'- 
typlioid fever. He will go North again 
next spring to provide for the changed' 
conditions, caused by the building of the 
White Pass railway. 

LK KOI LITIGATION'. 

Amicable Arrangements Likely to lie K jffect- 
kI In the Near Future."" 

It Is believed that the trouble which has 
agitated tile Lc Uol company and which 
has Interfered with the working of the 
property to such a serious extent during 
this summer, Is In a fair way ro tench 
a settlement.

WHOLESALE MURDER. 
Great Britain is waging one of those 
dirty little stock exchange wars of hers 
along tlie Nile, and her soldiery are 
butchering the inhabitants of that in- 
teresting and historic country with a 
diligence any slaughter-house employee 
might envy. It has been, pointed out 
again and again that Great Britain is in 
Egypt solely on account of financial con- 
siderations — stocks anil bonds, and that 
all the Jingo talk about "our rights" and 
"protection of the route to India" is pure 
bosh. If, however, there is any ground 
whatsoever other than the gross and 
shameful one we have mentioned, why 
a great, free and enlightened nation, re- 
puted to be very humane in its dealings, 
is meddling with affairs in Egypt we 
should be glad to learn it. On Saturday 
we hnd the painful duty of publishing .1 
despatch from the "scat of war" an- 
nouncing a "victory" of the British and 
Egyptian troops over the dervishes, as 
bloody and disguating a story of murder 
as we ever read, We are told "the Brit- 
ish and Egyptian troops cheered one an- 
other until late at night over the capture 
of the position and that the thick bush 
and river bed were full of dervish dead." 
Two thousand of the natives were 
Biniigktered like sheep. Pleasant read- 
ing for British Christians at the end of 
the 10th century. The machine guns, 
worked in comfort and security by the 
gallant British soldiers, the more intel- 
ligent Christian and civilized white bro- 
thers of the dervishes, mowed down the 
colored men in heaps, and all the horrible 
accomplishments of ghastly wounds and 
tern and mangled fragments of human 
bodies lending eclat to the proceedings 
when "the British and Egyptian troops 
cheered one another." We arc also told 
there was great "rivalry" to he first in the 
glorious race upon the dervish position 
and that the deadly nature of the British 
fire was shown by the Immense numbers 
of dead camels, donkeys, and other ani- 
mals in the trenches, besides the two 
thousand poor, half-armed, unorganized 
dervishes. Pah! This bloody, wanton, 
useless slaughter is sickening to read 
about. And this is what British people 
have come to call glory.. Butchering 
dervishes in the Soudan and gallant 
Afridis defending their own homes in the 
mountains of India. At such names as 
Waterloo, Snlamca, Badajoz and Vic- 
toria we feel the glow of pride, for there 
the British soldiers shed their blood in a 
noble cause — the overthrow of a mil- 
itary despotism that threatened Euro- 
re.'in liberty— but this vile shambles of 
Athurn is horrible, shameful beyond mea- 
sure, and Britons may do themselves the 
honor to blush at that bloody name, us 
they are somewhat inclined to do nt the 
recital of the story of II. M. Camper- 
down s shells slaughtering the brave 
Cretan shepherds fighting for their lib- 
erty against tlie Turks nt Canea— the 
most disgraceful episode in British his- 
tory. But in nil that disgusting report 
about the "battle" of Atliara there 
Is nothing more sickening and disgusting 
than the remark of the Sirdar. Sir Her- 
bert Kitchener (?) to the men during 
their gory jubilations amidst the wrench- 
ed and battered corpses of their enemies, 
that "they must not forget God." A 
more impudently blasphemous thing no 
commander ever uttered, considering the 
awful circumstances and the surround- 
ings. But no matter whether the but- 
chers of Athnra forget God or not, doubt- 
less He will not fail to remember them at 
the final accounting. British military re- 
cords are beginning to drip as bloodily as 
those of Rome in the expansive period 
of her history.

THE BATTLE OF OMDUKMAX. 

There will he only one regret ou the 
part o£ the British government in regard 
to the battle of Omdurman, namely, 
that the Khalifa should have escaped. 
The escaped leaders will bo sure to busy 
themselves in making fresh trouble for 
the victors in the Soudan by collecting 
around them the tribes of the desert at 
a distance from the Nile, and possibly 
massing an army strong enough to call 
for another Omdurman. The general- 
ship displayed by General Kitchener wa 
so thorough as to call forth the admira- 
tion of German experts. The steadiness 
of the British infantry and the spirit of 
the cavalry regiments, especially the LUst 
Lancers, were quite equal to the quali- 
ties displayed by their forerunners in 
these ranks on fields now historic. The 
feat of the 21st was a brilliant one, 
though not to be classed with the Light 
Brigade charge at Balakhiva. The work 
done by the artillery seems to have been 
most effective; while the rapid-lire guns 
did terrible execution among the onrush- 
big- hordes. The British line regiments 
and the Egyptians fought side by side 
with the same comradeship that obtains 
between our men and the Sikhs and 
Goorkhas of the Indian army. The result 
of the battle of Omdurman will be the 
opening up of Central Africa from the 
north, the laying of railways through 
the Sahara, possibly the irrigation of 
that enormous, useless tract, and 11 
change for the. better all round. As for 
the dervishes, the natives of the con- 
quered country, no regret need be felt 
for they were a badly-behaved lot al- 
ways, and as they stood in the way of 
the advancement of civilization they 
had to go. General Kitchener has 
done his work like a soldier and will 
deserve all the glory he may get from 
his grateful and admiring country. 
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DELAYED FIRE PROTECTION. 

Why It Is That the Upper Fire Levels 
Have No Fire Hall Yet. 

The fate that has befallen Westminster 
has drawn additional attention to the at- 
tempt that the city council here made a 
few months ago to spread the fire appar- 
atus wider through the city, instead of 
keeping It bunched up in the centre of 
the business portion, Speaking about 
this, Aid. McGregor remarked yesterday 
that, had the attempt of the city to get 
the deed of the Yates street fire hall 
property not been blocked, the building 
of a new lire hall in the upper part of 
town would have been well under way. 
The old volunteer fire company had, he 
said, secured the Yates street fire hull 
property by public contributions, and 
when the permanent brigade was or- 
ganized, the whole thing was handed 
over by the volunteer department during 
the time that Mr. R. P. Itithet was 
mayor, Tlie cily took over everything, 
but in some way the title to the property 
was overlooked, and so it was not deed- 
ed to the city. This was only discovered 
after the cily had a short time ago de- 
cided to sell the Yates street site and 
to expend the money in a modern fire hall 
on the upper levels, somewhere near 
Fern wood rond, and in it place one of 
the lire engines with hose and enough 
men to give needed protection to tlmt 
portion of the city. However, when the 
trustees of the old volunteer fire depart- 
ment went to the courts to see whether 
or not they should deed the property to 
the city, this was opposed by a few of 
the old members of the volunteer fire de- 
partment, who claimed that the proceeds 
of the property should go to the surviv- 
ing members of the volunteer organiza- 
tion. Mr. Justice Drake decided against 
this and in favor of the city, holding 
that the present lire brigade was the 
successor of the old department. This 
decision was appealed against. "And 
now," remarked Aid. McGregor, "it 
must be some months before the appeal 
can be settled, and the city is in the 
menntltno prevented from going ahead 
with the new fire hall. It means that 
practically nothing can he done this year, 
and leaves a large extent of the city ex- 
posed to danger from lire that might 
otherwise have been provided agnjnst."
